tendant im affected surprise. It is necessary to 
be on one’s guard against the tmcke of these 
conductors and conductresses; and [ readily con- 
jectured the reason of being shown the picture 
gallery first. For the convenience, doubtless, 
of the-traveller, but greatly tothe disadvantage 
of bis parse, the curiosities of Holyroodhouse are 
portioned off into districts, each age its pre- 
siding divinity to receive visitors, and conduct 
them in penetralia.—The fees of course must be 
as numerous as the guides, and amount to five or 
six shillings in all. It is, therefore, good policy 
to keep the visitor as long as possible from the 
chief attractions of Holyrood—the apartments 
of the unfurtunate queen; lest havmg seen these, 
he should be indifferent about the rest. After 
pome altercation, | was given in charge to the 
priestess who presides over Queen Mary's rooms, 
in the northwest angle of the palace. 
The first room into which the visitor is shown 
is the audience chamber,—a dark, low apart- 
ment, hung round with tattered mage’ f and 
furnished as in the days when Mary held her 
court here. The fire place, bating a few at- 
oe finery, is much like one in « farmer’s 
kit . The original gate still remains, a 
rough piece of furniture of wr t iron, awk- 
wardly surmounted by a knot of strips of iron 
twisted into the form of a thistle. In this room 
is @ portrait of Mary, taken in France, when 
she was but sixteen years old, very stiff and fa- 
ded. The céiling is of Gothic pannels, but so 
low that it may a t be touched with the hand. 
The bed-chamber, into which the visitor is next 
introduced, is furnished with chairs embroidered 
by the Queen and her maids; but a working 
box, with Jacob’s ladder wrought in needle- 
work on the lid, by the Queen’s own fingers, is 
not the least worthy of inspection among the 
curiosities of the place. This royal uction 
is equalled only by certain pastoral landscapes 
and mourning pieces, hung up on the parlour 
walls in Copnecticut—the admired productions 
of Mias while at boarding school. The bed re- 
mains in statu quo. It is of crimson damask, 
bordered with green silk fri » and is almost 
in tatters. Observing s small door in the wall, 
I opened it, and saw the sarrow and 
trap-stair, through which Darnley introduced 
the conspiraters, with Lord ven at their 
head, to assassinate Rizzio. The bed-room opens 
into the little closet not more than twelve feet 
square, where the Queen was at supper, with 
the Countess of Argyle, Rizzio, and a few do- 
mestics, when this inbuman act was perpetrated. 
Here are kept a boot and spur once belonging 
to Lord Darnley; his iron helmet, eontits 
spear, aud sword bek of buff leather, By indu- 
ing myself in these j 
that were once 
herculean proportions than are produced in these 
degenerate days. The boot, of Spanish make, 
has a very high heel; the toe is broad and 
square; and the top full, and made to turn over 
and beng loosely below the knee. Returni 
through the apartment first described, I pce 
in the little anti-chamber, at the head of the 
rincipal stair-case, where’ Rizzio is said to 
ve expired under the daggers of the assassins. 
That there are a number of spots on the floor 
which might have been caused by blood, is evi- 
dent. The floor is of deal, a species, of wood 
well calculated to absorb and retain any colour- 
ing matter which might be thrown uponit. The 
blotches which are of a light brown, are strewed 
around in two or three places; and as they are 
found.on the spot where Rizzio is said to have 
been pierced with more than fifty wounds, it is 
certainly not unreasonable to suppose that they 
are genuine witnesses of the tragical scene.— 
What renders this conclusion still more proba- 
ble is, that the enti-chamber in which these 
traced are seen, has been partitioned off from the 
large apartment much to the detriment of the 
latter, and without any apparent cause, except 
it was to hide so revolting a spectacle as the 
stains of human blood on the floor of an apart- 
ment. The whole suite of rooms oceupied by 
the Queen is dark, cold, and cheerless. 

The picture gallery, which I next visited, is 
altogether a poor affair. Ii contains a series of 
portraits of all the kings of Scotland, drawn 
wholly after the imagination of the artist, with 
the name of each monarch duly ascribed upon 
the picture. It is a pity that so much oil and 
canvas should have been consumed to so little 
—- A few portraits by some of the Eng- 
ish masters are tolerably good. In this hall or 
gallery are held the elections of the Scottish 

rs, The apartment is about one hundred and 
fty feet long, and without any pretensions to 
elegance. 


By this time I was pretty well tired of the lon 
recilations of my pathos; and in being diamiseed 
from the gallery supposed I should be allowed 
to depart. But the guardians of the peace had

AsI cared not 
a farthing for the present Duke of Hamilton’s 
mahogany chairs and sofas, I signified to my 
divinity who was putting herself in an oratorial 
attitude to explain every thing to my satisfac- 
tion, my wish to escape. ‘‘What, mon! Then 
ye should na have come in here if ye did na 
wish to see the hoose.’’—I told her that it was 
with no good will of mine, that I had got within 
the purlieus of her dominion; and accordingly re- 
ceived a very unceremonious dismissal, leavin 
behind another unfortunate stranger, who seeme 
to have meekly resigned himself to ber guidance, 
and was prepared to view with becoming wonder 
the apartmentsin which his Grace the Duke 
sometimes condescends to eat and sleep.— 
Strangers will do well to confine their curiosity 
to the ruins of the chapel and the apartments of 
the queen; the rest of Holyrood house being 
quite a modern affair, with the exception of the 
bare walls. It isa building of quadrangular 
form, enclosing an open court nearly a hundred 
feet square. The westera front consists of two 
tree square castellated towers, four stories 
high, joined by a low gallery, witha flat roof 
and double beflustrade. The towers have each 
three circular turrets at their exterior angles, 
with a parapet and comica! pinnacle at the top. 
The towers are Gothic, so far as they can be 
pad to partake of any style in particulars; while 
the Dorie order generally prevails in other parts 
of the building. Plain, heavy, and uni i 
im its external appearance, it owes its celebrity 
to its having been a royal residence, while Scot- 
land reinained a peparate and independent na- 
tion,

The field of battle on the [ssus, is precisely such 
as history has described it; a plain lasioeed Be- 
tween the sea, and an amphitheatre of moun- 
tains, and peculiarly adapted to give the fullest 
effect to the tactics of the Macedonian phalanx, 
as well as to afford bravery the preponderance 
over numbers. 

Antioch and its magnificent ruins, the woody 
shades of Daphne, and the pellucid meanderings 
of the Orontes, detained us for a few days; but 
the ravages making around us by the plague, 
disconcerted all our designs.

In four days’ time the man who was to con- 
dact us, made his appearance; he proved-to be 
Nahar, the Sheik of tribe of the Lions, 
which is a branch of ths. distinguished race of 
the Aneses. He wag: head of ten thou- 
wand men, living « ‘mix thousand tents, and 
@pattered over a surface of thirty or forty square 

agues. He was man of fair stature, about 
ixty gf age, and spare in person, and 
®row® in complexion, like all the Bedouins.— 
a sheep's skin dyed inside of a reddish 
Tr, thrown across his shoulders, and this 
was the only circumstance which distinguished 
him from the rest of his suite. His motions 
were sulemn and slow; and when a smile shot 
across the predominating gloom of his counte- 
nance his features assumed an expression of 
sweetness, — mingled generally with a 
toach of melancholy, which betrayed the cor- 
roding canker of some internal affliction; he was 
sparing of words, and never expressed himself 
with vehemence. The terms of our compact 
were speedily adjusted; but there was one con- 
dition to which we demurred, and ought never 
to have agsented, that of laying aside our arms. 
He asserted that he not be responsible 
for our safety without we acceded to it; and 
ddded further, that the most trivial act of indis- 
érétion might prove our destruction. With this 
man, and three of his followers on foot, as our 
gecort, we entered the Desert; our own little 
host comprised six horsemen, and three camels, 
edsrying water and provisions —The first day’s 
march brought us to the encam of the 
Benekati Arabs, a branch of theEmbaraki tribe, 
whose domain extends along the whole range of 
the Desert Damg: to Ale i 
the night we were suddenly called from our 
elumbers by the appearance of robbers at a dis- 
tance; the whole camp was in instant. commo- 
tion, and we became conscious when it was too 
late, of the mistake we had made in leaving 
our arms behind us. The two following days 
were not marked by any particular occurrence. 
The Arabs on foot were generally sent in ad- 
yance to see that all was safe, er would fre- 
quently wtead-upright on the pack of the camel, 
to'pxtend sage Of their observations, with 
ooks full of e at the viightoct nvte 
earnestly attentive to the most trivial movement 
which occurred. Man, a stranger to his fellow- 
mortals in these vast soljtudes, is ever appre- 
hensive of encountering an enemy in the first in- 
dividual that threatens to cross his path. How- 
ever great may be the distance, the moment 
one person catches the glimpse of another, he 
instantly seeks to avoid Lim, and a whole army 
might be lost on the very spot, where one hu- 
man being would ineffectually strive to conceal 
himself from another. 

The Sheik Nahar preceded us in silence, but 

alting at various intervals to say his prayers. 
One day, conceiving that he had lost his way, 
though he had in fact deviated from his course 
simply with the view of replenishing our stock of 
water from the supply afforded by a rock, with 
which he was acquainted, we could not refrain 
from expréssing our appréhensions to him: upon 
which he replied with the greatest unconcern, 
Se orem go- Sheik Thala to accompany you to 
Tadmor, and bring you back to Homs: and I 
shall keep my promise. Do not alarm yourselves 
at what you may sec.”’ He did not fail to reach 
the spring which he was in quest of. The en- 
suing day, which was p ed by our in 
the night under the open sky, without day fee 
to protect us against its cutting chill, we were 
slowly prosecuting our course, when we dis- 
cerned from fifteen to twenty Arabs coming 
down upon us at full gallop, and, with their 
lances lowered, com ing an attack upon our 
camels which had remained behind. We turned 
back to defend them, and a fierce conflict of 
fists and sticks ensued; they as well as ourselves 
being unprovided with fire-arms. The rest of the 
tribe had joined their comrades, and we were in 
the most imminent danger of being plundered 
and left naked in the midst of the desert, at 60 
miles distant from any supply of water or hu- 
man habitation. Whilst our were mutual- 
ly busied in tearing the clothes from each 
other’s backs, our horees were exchanging blows 
with the Arabian meres, and the. uproar was at 
its height. Messrs. Hall and Becker once had 
to struggle on foot with two Bedouins; iny own 
son, who was the only one of us who con- 
cealed a patel in his girdle, was by its aid en- 
abled to keep two Arabs at bay, after losing his | 
turban. I was struggling to my way through 
the hurly burly, in search of our guide, whose 
lance had been shattered at the first onset; when 
one of our party cried out ‘‘We are saved!’’ In 
fact we now remarked the Arabs fighting among 
themselves, and their leader prostrated before 
our old conductor, anxiously endeavouring to 
apologise for his ofenee. Nahar, collecting his 
gtrments around him with the most consummate 
sang froid, regained his saddle, and showed no 
sign of indignation but a téar or two which roll- 
ed down his cheek, and certain upbraiding, lev- 
elled from time to time at the young chief, by 
whom we were escorted three miles further on 
ourroad. This youth was mounted on a mare, 
worth fifteen thousand piastres; and yet, the 
only recompense he sought, for the service he 
bad rendered us in arresting the despoiling ca- 
reer of his tribe, consisted in a smal! quantity of | 
barley for his courser; to this we a vest, 
in which he attiréd bimeelf on the spot. 
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In fact, there was a total want of system 
observable througheat, which rendered it- an 
unfit place for the reception of children. Hav- 
ing made his report on the subject to the board, 
he was instructed to visit the factory at meal 
times, with a view of discovering the descrip- 
tion of victuals, and the quantity each child was 
allowed. He did so, and upon those occasions 
he never saw any thing prepared for them ex- 
cept some potatoes of the worst kind.

Dreadful suicide cf Henry Bosanquet, Esq. 

Yesterday morning the whole of the Chance- 
ry Bar was thrown into consternation by the re- 
port of the death of Mr. Henry Bosanquet, the 
nephew of Mr. Serjeant Bosanquet, who it was 
stated had shot himself through the head at his 
chambers, No. 5 Stone buildings, Lincoln’s Inn. 
It was ascertained, on inquiry, that his laundress 
had gone to his chambers, as usual, about six 
o’clock on the preceding evening, when she 
| found the door fast, but was answered by himself 
from within that he wanted nothing; she felt 
surprised at his not wanting candles, but went 
away. About two hours afterwerds his clerk 
knocked at the door, but receiving no answer, 
and believing that Mr. Bosanquet must be with- 
in, he called the porters from the Chancery-lane 
gete, who, finding they could gain no admit- 
tance, sent for Racket, a smith, in Bell yard, 
whose apprentice, in the absence of his master, 
came and broke open the door. Shocking to 
telate, Mr. Bosanquet was then discovered in a 
situation the most frightful. It appeared that he 
had been sitting in an armed chair, near a sofa, 


] or kneeling at the side; he had applied a pistol 


to his right temple, which had entirely shatter- 
ed his head, while another pistol, which was 
loadéd up to the muzzle, lay undischarged on 
the table. The brains of the unheppy gentleman 
were scattered in all directions, and the carpet 
was literally soaked with blood. M re

Mr. Serjeant Bosanquet, in Montagu place, 
Russell square, where it so happened that the 
brother of the deceased-(who is about te go the 
circuit) was ata party.

Last night an Inquest was held before Mr. 
Stirling, the Coroner, at No. 15 Stone Buildings, 
Lincoln’s Inn, on the body of Henry Bosanquet, 

The Jury: consisted chiefly of Gentlemen 
of the Bar. 

Mr. Procter, a surgeon, residing in Fleet street, 
eaid, that he was called to see the deceased on 
Thursday night, about ten o‘clock; found him in 
@ reclining position in a chair, in an apartment 
adjoining where the Jury were sitting; he was 
dead and nearly cold; there was a large quanti- 
ty of coagulated blood on the seat of the chair 
and on the floor; a pistol covered with blood was 
lying in the seat of the chair, which had been 
discharged; a loaded pistol was lying on a table, 
and also a note addresaed to a gentleman nam- 
ed Clive; there was a pistol-shot wound in the 
head of the deceased; the ball had entered at 
the left temporal bone, and had passed to the 
right cheek, which was fractured; the ball re-
